The records of Chester County show that Abner Wilkes 
bought and sold many tracts of land in that county. At one time he 
owned at least 2,000 acres of land. He owned several slaves and 
operated a saw and grist mill on Brushy Fork of Sandy River. He 
did considerable farming and was licensed to operate an inn. He 
was rated among the wealthy citizens of his community in Chester 
County, and was among those who petitioned the Legislature in 
1796 in protest of the unequal representation in the State govern- 
ment. 

Mr. Wilkes began selling his land holdings in 1798 and had dis- 
posed of most of his land before 1806, when he left his family and 
Chester County for parts unknown. The next record found of him 
is the report of an undelivered letter awaiting his call at Fort St. 
Stephens, Alabama on 31 December 1818 and again on 9 January 
1819. Fort St. Stephens at that time was the seat of government of 
the Territory of Alabama and was a trading post established by the 
U.S. Government for trading with the Choctaw Indians. It is locat- 
ed on the west bank of the Tombigbee River in what is now Wash- 
ington County, Alabama. It is concluded that Mr. Wilkes was ex- 
pecting to pass through Fort St. Stephens during the winter of 
1818-1819 and he apparently did just that, as family records and 
tradition have it that his son, John B. Wilkes, was born in Marion 
County, Mississippi on 8 March 1819. The 1820 census of Mississippi 
does not list Abner Wilkes. He may not have been established in 
Marion County when that census was taken, also there is a strong 
possibility that he was not contacted by the census enumerator, as 
has been found to have been the case in numerous instances of the 
early Federal censuses. 

The first official Mississippi record of Abner Wilkes that the 
author has found is that of his patent to the West Half of the South- 
east Quarter (W 1/2 SE 1/4) of Section 21, Township 9 North, 
Range 6 East - 80.41 acres - under the date of 26 February 1824. 
Later he obtained by patent an adjoining forty acres. This land 
record is on file in Copiah County, which County was formed from 
Hinds County on 21 January 1823 from territory obtained from the 
Choctaw Indians in the New Purchase, dated 18 October 1820.

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In addition to the above, there was probably another son, but 
his name and history has not been obtained. The 1830 census of 
Copiah County, Mississippi, lists 2 males 10 to 15 years of age in the 
family of Abner Wilkes; one of these was John B. Wilkes, the 
Administrator of the estate of Abner Wilkes, but the name and 
history of the other one remains a mystery. Further proof that 
Abner and Jerusha (Brown) Wilkes had two sons is contained in 
the census of Copiah County for 1840 in which there are two males 
between 20 and 30 years of age in the household of John B. Wilkes, 
who took over the management of the estate of Abner Wilkes after 
the latter’s death in 1839. John B. Wilkes must have been the older 
of these two brothers, as he was appointed to administer the estate. 

The similarity of given names of the daughters of Abner 
Wilkes by his two wives caused the author to question the fact. An 
effort was made to prove that Abner Wilkes was not the father of 
the second three girls listed above, but this was futile, as everything 
found in the way of evidence only went to prove that Abner and 
Jerusha (Brown) Wilkes were in fact the parents of these girls. 
Family recollections and traditions from too many sources to men- 
tion here, places of residence, the passing along of the names Abner 
and Jerusha to later generations, and census data were so over- 
whelming that no other conclusion was possible.

Cranford as head of family, 47 years of age, and born in North 
Carolina. The 1860 U. S. census of Walker County gives Abner 
Cranford’s age as 50 years. The U. S. census of Montgomery Coun- 
ty, North Carolina, for the year 1810, where John Cranford is be- 
lieved to have lived immediately after his marriage and before 
moving to Chester County, South Carolina, lists John Cranford as

Robert Barclay served as a private soldier under 
Sumpter in the Revolutionary War, migrated to Tennessee in 1802 
and to Morgan County, Alabama in 1816, being one of the first 
pioneers to cross the Tennessee River into Alabama?>. Samuel Bar- 
clay was living in Morgan County in 1830, according to the U. S. 
Census for that year, and had 2 male and 2 female children in the 
family of himself and wife. No further information has been ob- 
tained of this family. : 

III. SARAH WILKES 

SARAH WILKES, daughter of Abner and Martha Wilkes, was 
born in Chester County, South Carolina. She migrated to Alabama 
about 1822 with other members of her family and relatives and 
settled in Morgan County. She married William Nunn in Morgan 
County on 9 December 18258, the marriage ceremony being per- 
formed by Mr. R. Tapscott, Justice of the Peace. After their mar- 
riage they lived in Morgan County, where Mr. Nunn was a farmer. 
He died in 1829 or 1830 and she died in 1835. 

William Nunn is believed to have been a son of Elijah and 
Frances Nunn, who lived in Chester County, South Carolina before 
moving to what later became Morgan County, Alabama. William 
Nunn was among those directed by the Catoca County (Alabama 
Territory) Court on 14 September 1818 to “view” the authorized 
road from Somerville to Melton’s Bluff. Catoca, named for the tribe 
of Indians in that area, was organized by the territorial legislature 
in 1818 and its name was changed to Morgan County, in honor of 
General Daniel Morgan of Virginia, by the state legislature in 1821. 
Alabama, originally part of Mississippi Territory, became the Ala- 
bama Territory when Mississippi entered the union in 1817 and 
was left a territory for two years. The following fares ordered by 
the Catoea County Court on 8 June 1818 for all licensed tavern 
keepers illustrate the disparity in living cost of that day when com- 
pared with prices today:

STEPHEN HITCHCOCK WILKES, son of Abner and Martha’ 
Wilkes, was born on his father’s plantation about eight miles west: 
of Chester, South Carolina on 18 April 1794. His mother was a. 
Crider, or Crowder, and it has been said that her mother’ was a 
Hitchcock’, however the latter has not been confirmed. ...° | 
Mr. Wilkes was a witness to a deed made-and recorded. in: 
Chester County on 10 December 1817. The deed was from Josiah’ 
Cranford, Mr. Wilkes’ brother-in-law, to Thomas Tanner and; 
covered 66 acres of land lying on Long Branch and waters of Sandy: 
River in Chester County. On the same day .Thomas Tanner soldi

Mr. Wilkes operated a store that was burned by John Hyatt, 
and for which Hyatt was tried and convicted at the October term 
of court 1818.

Stephen Hitchcock Wilkes aud Mary McNeese were married 
on 18 March 18213!

established himself and family at what became known as Wilkes- 
burg, about five miles south of the pregent Bassfield, Jefferson 5 
Davis County. _ 
The first official record found of Stephen Hitchcock Wilkes in ., 
Mississippi is the tax rolls of Marion County for the year 1827, and» 
here he is listed as having one poll and $300 in merchandise. In.. 
1831, he is listed with two polls, one being an overseer most likely 
and $2,164 in merchandise. The records of Marion and Covington 
Counties show that he bought many tracts of land from the U: 5 
Government and from private citizens. The first purchase of record : 
was from the United States for’the East Half of' the Southwest » 
Quarter of Section 24, Township 4, Range 18 West, for which he 
paid $100.44 for the 80.35 acres at the Receiver’s Office, Augusta 
Mississippi, on 31 July 1831%5. This land is situated about nine ; 
miles north of Columbia, the county seat of Marion County, and it 
is believed that Mr. Wilkes preempted and settled .on this land im- ; 
mediately after his arrival in Mississippi in the spring of 1827. At “ 
this time this section of the new State of Mississippi was apirscly 
settled; however, white settlers, mostly from Alabama, Georgia ' 
and South Carolina, were moving in and getting poten of the - 
vacant public land at a rapid pace. ‘ 4 
Mr. Wilkes was a man of action and lost no time in developing * 
his property in Marion County. He built a dwelling, slave quarters ‘ 
shops, barns, and other outbuildings and a general store. A small’ 
stream, Mill Creek, ran through his tract of land, and it was here. :: 
that he built a saw mill, gin, and grist mill, along the lines of what - 
his father had back in Chester County, South Carolina. In addition. . 
to operating the mill and store, Mr. Wilkes did a good loan Bustiers a 
and carried on considerable farming and stock raising. 
Although his business prospered in Marion County, Mr. Wilkes. 
was an ambitious person and soon concluded that it would:be to. } 
his advantage and that of his family to move:about three: miles 
north, into Covington County, where a large’stream,' Holiday’s : :

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chased from Marcus E. and Lydia E. Carter the Southwest Quarter 
of Section 31, Township 6, Range 17 West, in Covington County 
and some adjoining land in Marion County — 280 acres in all, with 
“buildings, rights, privileges (sic) and appurtenances’®”, Mr. 
Wilkes lost little time in getting settled at this new location. It has 
been said that he brought carpenters and much material from New 
Orleans to build onto an existing two-room hewn-log dwelling, 
which he made into a seven-room, two-story house, five rooms on 
the first floor and two on the second, with separate stairs leading 
from the first. It is tradition that, in time of the War Between the 
States, signals were made from an upstairs window to men in the 
nearby swamp when it was safe to bring the stock out of hiding. 

It is remembered that in Mr. Wilkes’ time the dwelling was 
especially well furnished, with rugs and a piano in the living room. 
The kitchen was a separate house near the dwelling. A two-room 
house in the yard accommodated the overseer in one room, and the 
weavers in the other. The slave quarters were between the dwell- 
ing and the mill, and the store was about 100 yards to the north of 
the dwelling. Shops, barns, and other buildings necessary for the 
operation of the mill and plantation were built near the dwelling. 
Looms and spinning-wheels were used to make most of the cloth 
for the slaves; even double-bed counterpanes, quilts and blankets 
were made in the weaving shop. The mill complex consisted of a 
saw mill, cotton gin, and flour mill, all operated by water power. 

As a result of the rapid growth of the settlement around the 
Wilkes store and mill, the United States government established a 
post office in Mr. Wilkes’ store on 14 March 1850 and gave it the 
name of Wilkesburg®®. Mr. Wilkes was the first Postmaster at 
Wilkesburg, and held the office until his death. This post office, 
long since discontinued, was on a Star Route from old Holmesville 
in Pike County to the southwest via Columbia, Marion County, to 
Williamsburg, the county seat of Covington County, a distance of 
80 miles through a sparsely settled country abounding in virgin 
pine timber and plentiful wildlife. The dirt road followed ridges 
where possible for good drainage, but there were many small 
streams to cross, and their swamps were frequently impassable in 
times of heavy rains due to swollen streams and washouts of the 
eorduroy roads in the swamps. Mr. John Odom, a shoemaker of 
Williamsburg, was the first person to contract to carry the mail on 
this route, and William F. Dyess was one of the earliest mail car-

Mr. Wilkes was a charter member of St. Albans Lodge Number: 
60 of the Free and Accepted Masons formed at: Columbia,’ Missi: 
sippi on 17 January 1844, at which time he was’a third-degree Ma 
son, having been before this a member of. ‘Olive: Branch" Lodge: 
Number 34 of Williamsburg, Mississippi where ‘he’ was initiated on, 3 
19 November 1839. He was again dmitted to Oli 
and demitted in 1851. ‘

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He was a large man with blue eyes and a ruddy complexion 
and aristocratic bearing, put tolerant and well-liked by his fellow- 
citizens. He was elected a Justice of the Peace in Marion County 
in 1831 and held that office until his death; he was also appointed 
a Trustee of Sixteenth Section Lands in Marion County. He dressed 
well and could generally be seen wearing a high silk hat and carry- 
ing a gold-headed cane. He was a very charitable person, and so 
was his wife. They took a keen interest in the welfare of their 
slaves, of whom there were about fifty, and were doctor and nurse 
in their illnesses; in turn, the slaves worshipped ‘‘Marse Steben” 
and “Miss Mary.” It was largely the loyalty and respect of the Ne- 
groes, many of whom were personal and house servants, that made 
it possible for the Wilkes family to live in the luxury and ease of 
the old Southern Plantation family. 


Mr. Wilkes was a great lover of horse racing. He owned his 

own race track and had several horses that were entered in the 

races. It might be suspected that he was related to Burwell Wilkes, 
the great horse racer of Brunswick County, Virginia in the jatter 
part of the eighteenth century, however, no relationship has been 
established. 

The move to Wilkesburg was followed by greatly increased 
mercantile and milling business, and the profits from this and his 
loan business made Mr. Wilkes a wealthy man for the locality and 
time. He bought many tracts of land in both Marion and Covington 
counties, and operated several farms. The late Miss Levicey Sally 
(“Mog”) Bolin, who was born in 1865 and knew the Wilkes family 
well, possessed a wonderful memory of folklore; she told the story 
that when the Wilkes family moved from Marion to Covington 
county, Mr. S. H. Speights and four Negroes carried the box that 
had been especially constructed for transporting the gold and silver, 
and placed it in a closet built for it under the stairs leading from 
Mr. Wilkes’ room to the second floor of the new home. This sounds 
like a lot of money, even today, and may be somewhat exaggerated; 
but one must consider that Mr. Wilkes was doing a large loan and 
commercial business, away from any nearby bank, and probably 
had large sums of money on hand most any time, and especially 
when about to make a buying trip to New Orleans. Also it must be 
remembered that only hard money, or “specie,” was current at that 
time and place. Some time after moving to Wilkesburg, Mr. Wilkes 
bought a large iron safe, the first in that part of the country, for 
the safekeeping of his money and papers.

She 
married Richard Talley Berry on 9 September 1838 and they lived 
in Lawrence County, Mississippi, where Mr. Berry was a well-to-do 
farmer and Justice of the Peace. Mr. Berry was born in South Caro- 
lina on 27 April 1810, the son of John Berry, Jr., according to family 
legend.

He was a merchant-farmer and owned many slaves 
before their emancipation. He was a Confederate veteran, having 
enlisted in Simpson County on 30 April 1862. He served as second 
lieutenant in Company B of the 16th Mississippi Infantry and as 
captain of Company F (Pearl River Guards) of the 39th Mississippi 
Infantry, Confederate States Army. His command post was cap- 
tured at Port Hudson but he managed to escape and reported back

His formal edilestion’ was quit 
limited due to the lack of education 
al facilities where his family lived 
however ‘his daughter, - Mrs. Eliz: 
Wilkes Bass, recalled that he attend 
ed Mount Zion Seminary for a shor 
gm time. This co-educational boarding 
school was: founded’ by Dr.: "ALR 
@ Graves of Saratoga Springs, New 
" York, who had been highly educatec 
at Middlebury College, eae MCE BOnE and was Sent to Miss 
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issippi as a Presbyterian missionary in 1832. He spent three years 
at Natchez, a very wealthy community, and then concluded that he 
could do more for humanity by teaching in some poor section of the 
state. He was influenced to settle in Covington County, near the 
falls of the Okatomy River, where he was given a twenty-five acre 
tract of land in what is now the center of the town of Seminary and 
was assured of the opportunity to teach as many poor children as 
he wished. This was the beginning of Zion Seminary. 

A pine-pole schoolhouse, with dirt chimneys and split-pole 
floors, was built and school and religious training was carried on 
here for a period. Then Dr. Graves returned to New York and col- 
lected funds from influential Presbyterian leaders for his school. 
Some of the money was invested in a sawmill and some in a brick- 
yard; these small industries prospered, but most important of all 
they produced the lumber and brick for building a large two-story 
schoolhouse and two two-story dormitories. 

Through an Act of the Mississippi Legislature, Mr. Graves was 
able to charter his school in 1846 and affiliate it with other schools 
so that his students would be accepted in institutions of higher 
learning. His first teachers were six Presbyterian ministers from 
“up north”, and there were departments of law, medicine, theology, 
art, and music. By the time of the outbreak of the War Between the 
States in 1861, the enrollment had reached more than 500 students 
from the first grade to college classes and the school was recognized 
throughout the state as one of its outstanding educational institu- 
tions. It is of interest to note that the parents of twenty students 
from the Delta had built twenty cabins on the campus grounds to 
house servants of their children. 

Upon the outbreak of hostilities in 1861, the school was closed. 
Dr. Graves volunteered his services in the Confederacy as a chap- 
lain, and two of his sons served in the Confederate States Army. 
During the war the school was burned, reportedly by Union sympa- 
thizers, thus ending the career of Zion Seminary. The town of Semi- 
nary takes its name from the school and today is a thriving little 
town with a large and well-equipped consolidated school that in- 
cludes a grammar and a junior-senior high school. When the Semi- 
nary was established it was located in an isolated section of the 
country that was being rapidly settled by pioneers from Virginia to 
Georgia. It was about fifteen miles from the Wilkes Plantation, 
quite a distance in those days but only a “hoot and a holler” today. 


Mr. Wilkes’s boyhood was one of leisure. His father had many 
slaves, a large number being house and personal ones. Each child 
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had his or her attendant and his or her own horse and-saddle and i 
bridle. They were not required to work, so that there was plenty! 


of time available for hunting, fishing, and riding. Our.subject had”) 
a soft life but gave it up when a little over eighteen years of age to}, 
marry and settle on a farm of his own on Whitesand Creek in what « 
was then Lawrence County but now Jefferson Davis County.

After returning from Port Gibson, Baldwin’s Brigade, of which 
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the 46th Regiment was a part, was posted at Hall’s Ferry until 15 
May when it moved to Mount Alban. On 18 May Baldwin’s Brigade 
occupied the outer line of works north of the city where they re- 
pulsed an assault and then were withdrawn to the innerline and 
stationed near the Riddle House. 


The 46th Mississippi Regiment went through the entire 48- 
day siege of Vicksburg and reluctantly stacked their arms upon the 
surrender by General Pemberton on 4 July 1863. It was cited by 
the brigade commander as meriting favorable notice. General 
Baldwin wrote that his command was conscious of their ability to 
hold the position assigned them for an indefinite time. The com- 
mand was daily aroused at 3:30 a.m. to guard against surprise, and 
nightly pickets were in advance of their defenses and nearly con- 
tiguous to the night sentinels of the enemy. They had suffered from 


fatigue, camp diseases, shortage of food, and heavy casualties, but — 


were not ready to surrender without further fighting. 


Following the surrender at Vicksburg, Mr. Wilkes, now a cor- 
poral, was paroled on 10th July and given a 60-day furlough with 
orders to report back to his command at Enterprise. The 46th Regi- 
ment was exchanged on 4 October 1863 and the personnel ordered 
to report for further duty. Corporal Wilkes rejoined his company 
at Dalton, Georgia, in November 1863 and it was actively engaged 
with the enemy thereafter until finally surrendered. Corporal 
Wilkes’ company was engaged in Georgia and Tennessee battles at 
Dalton, Cassville, Big Shanty, New Hope Church, Pine Mountain, 
Kenesaw Mountain, Jonesboro, Franklin, Nashville, and Stone 
River. Later his command took part in the fighting around Mobile, 
Alabama and was surrendered at Spanish Fort on 12 April 1865. 


The night before the surrender at Spanish Fort, Corporal Wilkes 
and ten of his friends concluded that they would make an attempt 
to escape rather than be sent to Ship Island where the prisoners 
were guarded by Negro soldiers. They took their rifles, that were 
to be stacked in surrender the next morning, shot the guard, and 
made for the nearby swamp. Corporal Wilkes was selected as the 
guide for the party at night and a Mr. Young was assigned the day- 
time duty. They found the going so bad that some of the party 
wanted to go back and surrender, but Corporal Wilkes pointed out 
the possibility of being tried for shooting the guard and this was 
sufficient to keep them going. They were four days and nights with- 
out food other than mutton cane that they found in the swamps of 
the Perdido and Escambia rivers. They eventually came out of the 
swamps in Florida about 80 miles from Mobile and headed north 


to get as far from the enemy as possible. They next arrived at Oven, 
Bluff well up on the Alabama River. The home guard:there gave, 
them food and they were soon off again: They figured it-was prob-, 
ably about 300 miles to Covington County where Corporal ‘Wilkes. 
wanted to hole up and this was not considered much of: a walk for: 
these hardened Rebel foot-soldiers. The next place of importance, 
that they struck was on the Tombigbee River where they’ almost. 
came to blows with the local militia who wanted to consider them, 
deserters but were talked out of it. Soon they reached Shubuta,’ 
where they met some of their comrades who had managed to escape. 
after the surrender. One of these was their Adjutant General May- 
berry who advised them to make the best of their way home. From 
Shubuta Corporal Wilkes headed for Williamsburg, where'he had 
enlisted more than three yearsearlier, 9 0! o's 7s 
When Corporal Wilkes arrived at the little church about three 
miles east of Williamsburg he was on familiar ground, as he had 
often attended church there. The church was near a small creek and 
it was on a log on the bank of this stream where Corporal Wilkes 
sat and really gave thought to the future. He decided that he didn’t 
want his old Enfield rifle around to remind him of his wartime ac-. 
tivities so he threw it into the creek. After resting and cogitating 
for some time, he headed for his home on Whitesand Creek, near, 
what is now Prentiss, Mississippi. He arrived at his gate about two 
o’clock in the morning much to the surprise of his wife who had. 
thought he had been made prisoner, or perhaps: was: among the. 
dead. a ee 
Some years after the conclusion of the war, Corporal Wilkes. 
was persuaded to record his wartime experiences that he so inter- 
estingly recounted to this children and his: grandchildren.

MARY ELIZA WILKES, daughter of Abner James and Ann 
Elizabeth (Buckley) Wilkes, was born near the present Prentiss, 
Mississippi, on 20 May 1855 and died at Lumberton, Mississippi, on 
16 March 1959, burial was at Lumberton. She married Isaac Esau 
Bass (17 Jan. 1850—14 Oct. 1933) at the home of her parents on 8 
January 1874. The War Between the States caused their families 
to lose about all of their worldly possessions, so the newlyweds had 
to start from scratch. Mr. Bass had purchased from a cousin of his, 
Richard Polk, a homestead of 40 acres of land on Holidays Creek 
near what is now Bunker Hill in Marion County, Mississippi. The 
only improvements on the land at the time of transfer of title was 
a two-room log cabin almost completed, and this was the nucleus 
around which they were able through hard work to build a large 
estate for that section and time. This consisted of: more than 1,000 
acres of land, much of which was fenced and in cultivation or pas- 
ture; a general merchandise store; and a milling complex of saw- 
mill, gristmill, ricemill, and cotton gin. 

In 1899, Mr. Bass disposed of his property in Marion County, 
Mississippi and moved to Lumberton, in the same state, where later 
he was able to concentrate on and bring to fruition his dream of a 
pecan nursery that would furnish the southern landowners with 
trees that would bear true to name and produce a paying crop of 
large, thin-shell nuts. For many years now the Bass Pecan Com-

Soon after settling in New Orleans, Dr. Bass became aonnesiede 
with the faculty of Tulane Medical College, spending the greater’ 
part of his time in teaching and research. Subjects to which he de-' 
voted special attention were: Malaria, hookworm disease, pellagra,: 
tropical diseases, diptheria, typhoid fever, oral-health, and labora-; 
tory methods. He was Professor of Experimental Medicine from:

He made further research in’ 
this field with Dr. F. M. Johns in the'U. S. Government Hospital, 
Ancon, Canal Zone and succeeded in cultivating all three species of. 
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malaria parasites, later he was Scientific Director of Malaria Con- 
trol Demonstration of the International Health Board in Bolivar 
County, Mississippi. He is the author of Alveolodental Pyorrhea 
and Practical Clinical Laboratory Diagnosis, both with Dr. Johns. 
In addition to these publications, Dr. Bass has written more than a 
hundred brochures and articles on hookworm diseases, malaria, 
pellagra, test for typhoid fever, diptheria, medical education, dental 
health, and other subjects.

for contributions to the welfare of mankind; Special Gold Medal, 
Orleans Parish Medical Society 1914 for achievement in research in 
malaria; Key to Stars and Bars Society of Tulane Medical College

After graduation at Tulane, he returned to Lumberton, Missis- 
sippi’and took an active part in the management’ and operation of 
the I. E. Bass & Sons Pecan Company which had recently: been: es- 
tablished ‘by his father. During the years immediately following 
World War I, I. H. Bass bought and closed out several small ‘pecan 
nurseries along the Mississippi.Gulf Coast, and ‘for-a few:years his 
time was divided between Lumberton and the Coast.: The nurseries 
on the Coast having been disposed of ‘about+1925, "Houston pur- 
chased his father’s interest in the: Lumberton: development «and 
changed its name to the Bass Pecan Company, which for .years: has 
been known as the largest pecan nursery in the:world. 4 

Lumber made the town of Lumberton, but it-was the Bass Pe-' 
can Company that saved it. Before the Edward Hines Lumber’ Com- 
pany had exhausted the available virgin pine -timber‘for. 

‘ ie Lief! oe 
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miles in every direction, Lumberton was a thriving sawmill town 
with the largest mill in South Mississippi. It was in 1928 that the 
Hines Company closed down their mill and moved it to Oregon and 
this brought about an immediate unemployment situation that was 
worsened by the depression of the 1930s. Lumberton was on the 
verge of becoming a ghost town. Mr. Bass sensed the seriousness of 
the situation and expanded his business in every way possible to 
create work for additional employees, and thereby was in a large 
measure responsible for saving the town. Lumberton weathered the 
depression and is now a good business town with several industries 
that have largely stabilized employment. One of the town’s most 
impressive buildings, the U. S. Post Office, was built as a result of 
the immense mail business of the Bass Pecan Company that has 
sent out over a million catalogues in one season. He recently gave 
70 acres of his best land to the town for an air field. 

Besides operating the pecan nursery, Mr. Bass has many other 
interests, such as: pecan orchards of about 1800 acres; raising, buy- 
ing, and selling cattle; care and conservation of thousands of acres 
of pine timber. Fishing is his recreation and hobby and has led to 
the development of numerous small lakes and ponds on his 25,000 
acres of land. He is a true disciple of Izaak Walton and follows the 
latter’s tip to “have the day’s catch for supper that day while it is 
fresh”. 


During the period of the depression of the 1930s Mr. Bass 
bought for its taxes considerable undeveloped and unimproved cut- 
over lands, believing that the growth of the pine timber would 
eventually prove it to be a sound investment should the defaulting 
tax payers fail to recover their property by paying the back taxes 
and interest. Some of these unreclaimed lands are in what is now 
the Baxterville Oil Field and have several producing oil and gas 
wells. Mr. Bass has given the mineral royalties of many wells to 
his relatives and employees. 


Knowing from experience the value of a college education and 
how difficult it is for young men without money to obtain, Mr. Bass 
has done much to assist those in this category. He has directly 
helped more than one young man through college. He and his late 
wife established the Mississippi State University Bass Memorial 
Loan Fund in memory of their deceased son, Isaac Houston, Jr., 
and Levi Gaston, the brother of Isaac Houston, both of whom at- 
tended State. Under terms of the trust, the income from invest- 
ments of the fund are to be used to assist worthy students in need 
of funds to complete a college education.

3. SAMUEL WARREN WILKES 


SAMUEL WARREN WILKES, son of John B. and Oney Re- 
becca (Pritchard) Wilkes, was born near Homer, Louisiana, on 15 
May 1849. He died on 8 July 1918 and was buried in the cemetery at 
Angie, Louisiana. “Sam” Wilkes was one of the early boatmen of 
Pearl River. He built in-1896 and owned, with Hubert and Hilton 
Bailey, the “Carrie B.” He made many trips between New Orleans, 
Louisiana, and Columbia, Mississippi, and on occasion of very high 
water the boat would go as far up the river as Monticello and old 
Westville. The main cargo was cotton to New Orleans (one cargo 
consisted of 535 bales at $1.00 per bale) and general merchandise 
out of New Orleans to the towns along the river. The competition 
of the railroads eventually put the river boats out of service. Also 
the boats were unable to keep a regular schedule, as they could not 
navigate the Pearl except when it was “up” from heavy rains and
